ttherefore well icquainted With it, to write me a Narra- 


tive of its Riſe and Progreſs, and this, 3 with 
What he and others have told me, I ſhall preſent to you. 


In the Year 1740, Mr Vpiteſield had preached at 
Williamsbirg at the Invitation of Mr. Blair our late 
Commiſſary: But we being ſixty Miles from Williamſ- 
burg, lie left the Colony — we had an Opportunity 
of hearing him. In the Year 1743, a young Gentle- 
man from Scotland, had: got a Book of Mr. Whitefield's 
Sermons preached at G/a/cow, which had been taken 
from his Mouth in ſhort hand: After I had read it, 
with great Benefit, I invited my Neighbours to come 
and hear it read. 'The plainneſs and fervency of theſe 
Diſcourſes, being attended with the Power of the Lord, 
many were convinced of their undone Condition, and 
were perſuaded to ſeek Deliverance with the greateſt 
Karneſtneſs. A conſiderable Number met to hear theſe 
Sermons every Sabbath, and: frequently on Week-Days, 
The Concern of ſome was ſo great, that they could not 
avoid crying out, and weeping bitterly, Oc. Their 


Indications of religious Concern were ſo ſtrange and 


uncommon, that they could not be occaſioned by Exam- 
ple or Sympathy, for the Affectation of them would have 

en ſo unproſitable an Inſtance of Hypocriſy, that none 
could be tempted to it. At length my/Dwelling:houſe 


Was too ſmall to contain the People, therefore we de- 


. termined to build a Meeting-houſe, meerly for Reading. 

And we having never been uſed to ſocial tempore Prayer, 
none of us durſt attempt it. By this fingle Mean ſeveral 
were awakened, and their Conduct ever ſince is a Proof 
of the Continuante and happy Iſſue of their Impreſſi- 
öns. When the Report was ſpread abroad, I was in- 
vited to ſeveral Places to read theſe Sermons, at a con- 
fiderable diſtance ; and by this Means the Concern was 
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About this Time, our abſenting onrſelves from the 


eſtabliſhed Church, contrary, as was alledged, to. the 


Laws of the Land, was taken notice of, and we were 
called upon by the Court to aſſign our Realons for it.

we knew but little of any Denomination of Diſſegters, 


except 2uakers, we were at a loſs what Name to aſſume. 
At length recollecting that Luther was a noted Reformer, 
and that his Books had been of great Service to us, we 


declared ourſelves Lutherans ; and thus we continued 


till Providence ſent us the Rev. Mr. W:lliam Robinſon. 

This Mr. Robinſon was a zealous, laborious Miniſter 
of Chriſt, who by the Permiſſion of the Preſbytery, 
took a Journey through the new Settlements in PeHHL- 
wania, Virginia, and North Carolina. He founded a 
Congregation at Lunenburg. In Amelia alſo, a Cour- 
try ſomewhat nearer us than Lunenburg, his Labours 
were extenſively bleſt : And while he was there, ſome 
cf or People ſent him an Invitation to come and preach 


at our Reading-houſe. Being ſatisfied about the Tound- 
neſs of his Principles, and being informed that the 
Method of his preaching was awakening, we were very 


defirous to hear him. On the ſixth of 74% 1743, he 


| preached his firſt Sermon to us from Lye xiii. 3. and 
continued with us preaching four Days ſucceſſively. 


The Congregation was large the firſt Day, and vaſtly 
increaſed the three enſuing. Tis hard for the livelieſt 
Imagination to form an Idea of the Condition of the 


Aſſembly on theſe glorious Days of the Son of Man. 


Such of us as had been hungring for the Word before, 
were loſt in agreeable Surpriſe and Aſtoniſhment ; and 


ſome could not refrain from publicly declaring their 


Tranſport : We were-overwhelmed with the Thoughts 
of the unexpected Goodneſs of God, in allowing us to 


hear the Goſpel preached in a Manner that urpaſſed 
Many that came through Curioſity were 
pricked to the Heart, and but few in the numerous Aſ- | 


our Hopes.

Before Mr. Robinſon left us, he ſucceſsfully endea- 
voured to correct ſome of our Antinomian Miſtakes, and 
to bring us to carry on the Worthip of God more re- 
gularly at our Meetings. After this we met to read 
good Sermons, arfd began and concluded with Prayer 
and finging of Pſalms, which till then we had omitted. 
The Bleſſing of God remarkably attended theſe more pri- 
vate Means ; and it was really aſtoniſhing to obſerve 
the ſolemn Impreſſions begun or continued in many, by 
Hearing good Diſcourſes read. I had repeated Invita- 
tions to come to many Places round, ſome of them 30 


or 40 Miles diſtant, to read. Confiderable Numbers 


attended with earneſt Attention and awful Solemnity, and 


ſeveral were in a Judgment of Charity turned to God, 


and, thereupon erected Meeting-houſes, and choſe Rea- 


ders among themſelves, by which the Work was more 


extenſively carried on. 

Soon after Mr. Robinſon left us, the Rev. Mr. Jeu 
Blair paid us a ſhort Viſit; and truly he came to us in 
the Fulneſs of the Goſpel of Chriſt. Former Impreſ- 
ſions were ripened, and new ones made on many Hearts. 
One Night in particular a whole Houſe-ſull of People 
was quite overcome with the Power of the Word, par- 
ticularly by one pungent Sentence. They could hardly 


keep themſelves under any proper Reſtraints : So ge- 
'neral was the Concern, during his Stay with us, and 
ſo ignorant were we of the Danger of Apoſtaſy, that 
we pleaſed ourſelves with the Thoughts of more being 


brought to Chriſt at that time, than now appears to 
have been; though there is {till the greateſt Reaſon to 
hope that ſeveral bound themſelves to the Lord in an 


everlaſting Covenant never to be forgotten 


Some time after this, the Rev. Mr. Roan was ſent us 


7 by the Preſbytery of Newcafi/e. He continued with us 


longer than any of the former, and the happy Effects of 
his Miniſtrations are ſtill apparent. He was inſtrumen- 
tal in beginning and promoting the religious Concern 
in ſeveral Places where there was little Appearance of 
it before. This, together with his ſpeaking pretty free- 


gave, | 


gave a general Alarm, and ſome Meaſures were con- 
certed to ſuppreſs us. To incenſe the Indignation of 


the Government the more, a perfidious-Wretch made 


Oath that he heard Mr. Rcan utter blaſphemous Ex- 


preſſions in his Sermon. An Indictment was thereupon 


drawn up againſt Mr. Roan (though by that time he Had 
departed the 7 and ſome who had invited him to 
preach at their Houſes were cited to appear before the 
general Court, and two of them were fined. While my 
Cauſe was upon Trial, I had Reaſon to rejoice that 


the Throne of Grace is acceſſible in all Places, and that 


helpleſs Creatures can ſend up their Deſires unſeen, 
in the midſt of a Croud. Six Witneſſes were cited to 
prove the Indictment againft Mr. Roar, but their Depo- 
ſitions were in his Favour ; and the Witneſs, who ac- 
cuſed him of Blaſphemy, when he heard of the Arrival 
of Mr. Tennent and Mr. Finlay, fled and has not returned 
ſince, ſo that the Indictment was dropt. But I had Rea- 
ſon to fear, being baniſhed the Colony, and all Cir- 
cumſtances ſeemed to threaten the Extirpation of Reli- 
gion among the Diſſenters in theſe Parts. | 
In theſe Difficulties, having no Perſon of a public 
Character to appear in our Favour, we determined to 
acquaint the Synod of New-York with our Caſe. Ac- 
cordingly four of us went to the Synod May 745, when 
the Lord favoured us with Succeſs. The Synod drew 
up an Addreſs to our Governor, the Hon. Milliam 
Coch, and ſent it with Mr. Tennent and Mr. Finley, who 
were received by the Governor with Fe pect, and had 
Liberty granted them to preach among us. By this 
Means .the dreadful Cloud was ſcattered for a while, 
and our languiſhing Hopes revived. They continued 
with us about a Week, and though the Deluge of Paſ- 
ſion in which we. were at firſt overwhelmed, was by this 
time ſomewhat abated, yet much Good was done by 
their Miniſtry. Tbe People of God were refreſhed, and 
ſeveral carelels Sinners were awakened. Some that had

the Colony the late Revival did not extend to. 
After they left us, we were for a conſiderable time with - 


and Prayer in ſeveral Places, and the Lord favoured 
us with his Preſence. I was again and again preſented 
and fined in Court for abſenting myſelf from Church, 
and keeping up unlawful Meetings, as they were cal- 


Thoſe that were next appointed to ſupply us, were the 
Rev. Mr. William Tennent and Mr. Samuel! Blair. They 
adminiſtred the Lord's Supper among us for the firſt 
Time (fince our ſeparating from the Church of England) 
and we have Reaſon ever to remember it as a moſt glo- 
rious Day of the Son of Man. The Aſſembly was large, 
and the Novelty of the Manner of the Adminittration, 
did particularly engage their Attention, It appeared 
as one of the Days of Heaven to ſome of us; and we 
could hardly help wiſhing, we could with Jeu, have 
delayed the Revolutions of the Heavens to prolong it. 
After Mr. Tennent and Mr. Blair were gone, Mr. White- 
Held came and preached four or five Days, which was 
the happy Means of giving us farther Encouragement, 
and engaging others to the Lord, eſpecially among the 
Church People, who received the Goſpel more readily 
from him than from Minifters of the Preſbyterian De- 
nomination. After his Departure, we were deſtitute of 
a Miniſter, and followed oar uſual Method of Reading 
and Prayer at our Meetings, till the Rev. Mr. Davis, 
our preſent Paſtor, was ſent us by the Preſpytery to ſup- 
ply us a few Weeks in the Spring, 1747, when our 
Diſcouragements from the Government were renewed 
and multiplied : For, upon a Lord's Day, a Proclama- 
tion was ſet up at our Meeting-houſe, Strifly requiring 
all Mag ſtrates to ſuppreſs and probibit, as far as they legally 
cou li, ad itinerant Preachers, &c. which occaſioned us 
to forbear Reading that Day, till we had Time to deli- 
berate and conſult what was expedient to be done; but 


how joy fully were we ſurpriſed beſore the next Sabbath, 


when we unexpeRedly heard that Mr. Davirs was come

to preach for a long time among us, and eſpecially that 1 
he had qualified himſelf according to Law, and got four WM 
Meeting-houſes likewiſe among us, which had never 
been before! Thus Man's Extremity is the Lord's Op- 
portunity. For this ſeaſonable Interpoſition of Divine 
Providence, we deſire to offer our grateful Praiſes, and 


we earneſtly requeſt the Friends of Zion to concur 
with _” . 


Thus far Mr. Morris's Narrative. Then the Rev. Mr. 
Davies proceeds to give an Account of the State of their A. 
fairs fince be came among them in April 1747. 


Upon my Arrival, I petitioned the general Court to 
grant me a Licenſe to officiate in and about Hanoter, at 
four Meeting-houſes, which after ſome delay was grant- | 
ed, upon my qualifying according to the Act of Tole- 

ration. I preached frequently in Hanover, and ſome of 
the adjacent Countries; and though the Fervour of the 
late Work was conſiderably abated, and my Labours 
were not bleſſed with Succeſs equal to thoſe of my Bre- 
thren, yet I have Reaſon to hope they were of Service 
in ſeveral Inſtances. The Importunities they uſed with 
me to ſettle with them were invincible, and upon my 
Departure, they ſent a Call for me to the Preſbytery. 
After I returned from Virginia, J ſpent near a Year under 
melancholy and conſumptive Languiſhings, expecting 
Death. In the Spring 1748, I began ſlowly to recover, 
though I-then looked upon it only as the Intermiſſion of 
a Diſorder that would finally prove mortal. But upon 
the Arrival of a Meſſenger from Hanover, I put my Life 
in my Hand, and determined to accept of their Call ; 
hoping I might live to prepare the Way for ſome more 

_ uſeful Succeſſor, and willing to expire under the Fatigues 
of Duty, rather than in voluntary Negligence. 
The Hon. Sir William Gooch, our late Governor, al- 
ways Uiſcovered a ready Diſpoſition to allow us all 
claimable Privileges, and the greateſt Averſion to per- 
ſecuting Meaſures ; but conſidering the {ſhocking Re- 
ports ſpread abroad concerning us by officious Malig- 
nants, it was no great Wonder the Council diſcovered 
a conſiderable Reluctance to tolerate us. Had it not 


been 
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bcen for this, I perſuade myſelf they would have ſhewn 
themſelves the Guardians of our legal Privileges, as well f 
as generous Patriots to their Country, which is the Cha- 
rafter generally given them. In Odober 1748, beſides | 
the four Meeting-houſes already mentioned, the People 
petitioned for the licenſing of three more, which with 
great difficulty was obtained. Among theſe ſeven, I 
have hitherto divided my Time. Three of them are 
in Hanover County, the other four in the Counties of 
Henrico, Carolina, Louiſa, and Goochland, The neareſt 
are 12 or 15 Miles diſtant from each other, and the Ex- 
tremes about 40. My Congregation is very much diſ- 
perſed, and notwithſtanding the Number of Meeting- 
_ houſes, ſome live 20, ſome zo, and a few 40 Miles 
from the neareft. Were they all compactly ſituate in 
done County, they would be ſufficient to form three 
-diftint Congregations. \Many of the Church People alſo 
attend when there is Sermon at any of theſe Houſes. 
This I looked upon at firſt as meerly Curioſity after 
Novelty ; but as it continues, and in ſome Places ſeems 
to mcreafe, I cannot but look upon it as a happy To- 
ken of their being at length thoroughly wrought upon. 
And I have the greater Reaſon to hope ſo now, as Ex- 
perience has confirmed my former Hopes: Fifty or ſixty 
Families being thus happily intangled in the Net of the | 
tt Gofpel by their own Curioſity, or ſome ſuch Motive. | 
There are about 300 Communicants in my Congrega- 
tion, of whom the greateſt Number are in the Judgment 
of rational Charity real Chriſtians. Beſides ſome, who 
being exceſſively ſcrupulous, do not ſeek Admiſſion to 
| the Lord's Table. There is alfo a Number of Negroes. 
Sometimes I fee a 100 and more among my Hearers.

I have had ſatisfying Evidences of the ſincere 
Piety of ſeveral of them, as ever I had from any Perſon 
in my Life; and their artleſs Simplieity, their paſſionate

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- five, I cannot take ſufficient pains with them for their In- 
ſtruction, which often troubles me. There have been In- 
ſtances of unhappy Apoſtaſy among us, but bleſſed be God, 
not many in Proportion to the Number brought under 4 
Concern. At preſent there are a few under promiſing Im- 
preſſions; but in general a lamentable Security prevails.

„ ing. He has been deaf and dumb from his Birth, and 
; yet, I have the greateſt Reaſon to believe he is truly gra- 


cious, and alſo acquainted with moſt of the Doctrines; 
and many of the hiſtorical Facts of the Bible. I have ſeen 
him repreſent the Crucifixion of Chriſt in ſuch 1 Signs, 
that I could not but underſtand them. Thoſe that live in 
the Houſe with him can hold Converſation with him ve 

readily. There is ſo much of the devout Ardour of his Soul 


diſcovered at Times, as is really affecting, and I have ſeen || 


him converſe in Signs about the Love and Sufferings of Chriſt 
till he has been tranſported into Earneſtneſs, and diſſolved, 
into Tears.
